The outfit 
marked him at once, and he had 
the further misfortune to drep. in 
a mud puddle and spoil his spats. 
He was picked up before he had 
time to hide the small wireless 
transmitter he carried. His clothes

© Even then, pleasure travel in 
automobiles was limited to the dis- 
tance one could go on three gallons 
4 month. Since then, it has been 
prohibited. While I was in England 
the distinction between first and 
third classes for railway travel was 
abolished and there is now only 
One class,

WHAT TO SEND IN PARCELS 
OF FOOD TO BRITAIN? 

What is sent to Canadian soldiers 
is largely a matter of individual 
preference. The weight allowance 
is liberal and there are few restric- 
tions, An officer at Canadian Army 
Headquarters in London suggests 
butter, sugar, marmalade, fruit 
juice (all in cans); razor blades, 
garters and braces, Another sug- 
gests candy, particularly chocolate. 
I asked many soldiers what they 
would like and got few other sug- 
gestions. They seemed to be well 
supplied with cigarets, though 
there were many complaints about 
cigarets going astray. I imagine it 
is not so much what is in the par- 
cels for soldiers that counts, so 
much as the fact that they are sent 
regularly, They like to know that 
the people back home,have not 
forgotten them, 


Parcels for civilians in Britain 
must be chosen carefully, The 
weight limit is five pounds, includ- 
ing the wrapping and package. 
There are some restrictions about 
the number of packages which may 
be sent and the contents. If the par- 
cel does not comply with the res- 
trictions, ot will not be delivered. 
The person to whom it is consigned 
will be notified, but the contents 
will be turned over to some organi- 
zation. That is worse than not send- 
ing a parcel at all. 

Civilians in Britain appreciate 
the parcels sent them even more 
than the boys in the armed service. 
They are more in need of the extra 
food. A pound of butter received 
from Canada, for instance, doubles 
the ration for one person for two 
months. There is a definite rule 
that no person in Britain may write 
to ask that food be sent, but you 
can be sure it will be welcomed. 


I asked many civilians what they 
would like most, if parcels were 
sent them from Canada, Invariably 
butter headed the list, It can be 
bought in cans. I heard one old 
lady who received a two-pound tin 
of butter from Canada. She called 
(the neighbors in to see it. The lo- 
cal pape rheard the story and prin- 
ted it.

SUITS FROM LEG CUFFS 

Men’s pants from wholesale man- 
ufateurers until recently were ship- 
ped out wth the leg ends unfinish- 
ed. the retail tailor would measure 
the customer and snip off any spare 
flength in the trouser leg, leaving 
sufficient to turn over into cuffs. 

All that is altered under the sim- 
plified Practice Regulations of the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board. 
Trouscrs now must be made up 
withont cuffs. It saves material. 
‘Thousands of pairs of trousers in 
wholesale stocks are having the 
cuff length scissored off. These 
trouser ends are re-processed and 
made into bolt cloth again. On an 
average, 54 trouser cuffs supply 
cloth enough to make an entire 
suit for somebody. 


SUGAR FOR PRESERVES 

To aid thrifty housewives who do 
up their own fruit preserves and 
make jams and jellies, the, Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board announces 
that housewives may “obtain for 
canning and preserving fruit, one- 
helf pound of sugar for each pound 
weight of fruit. For jams and jel- 
lies, they may obtain three-quar- 
ters of a@-pound of sugar for each 
pound of fruit. This is in addition 
to sugar ration allowed for home 
use. It does not apply to manufac- 
tures and no additional sugar may 
be purchased for curing or preser- 
ving meats. 


. 

ICING FROM GLUCOSE 

Necessity is the mother of inven- 
tion, and the child sometimes does 
credit to the. parent. Because sugar 
icing on cakes is now prohibited 
under the regulations of the War- 
time Prices and Trade Board, some 
bakers have been experimenting 
with an icing made from glucose. 
Jt's not only a vey healthful base, 
but the experimentors say it makes 
a beter icing han sugar, The buns 
don’ dry up soquickly. 


FALL STYLES FOR WOMEN 

Fashion in women’s clothes is re- 
garded as “an essential element in 
feminine morale” by the Wartime 
Prices and Trade Board. No wo- 
man will dispute that bit of wisdom 

Under the Smplified Practice 
Regulations, to avoid waste and 
keep costs under the price ceiling 
‘on clothes, style and beauty have 
been preserved. Most of the prohi- 
bited wasteful styles are not much 
in vogue at present, such as three- 
piece suits, Norfolks and jackets 
with bi-swing backs, vents and 
pleats. , 

Jaekets with bulging — sleeves, 
coats with baloon sleeves, wool 
cuffs on sleeves, separate or at- 
tached hoods, capes, scarves, vests 
or shawls will be dropped to avoid 
wastage of materials. There will 
be, no “cloth over cloth”, such as 


patch pockets, except on ‘unlined’ 


or yoke-lined sports jackets, Belts 
must not exceed two inches in 
width, Fur cuffs and collars must 
not be placed over cloth.

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GAIN LITTLE BY RUSHING 
Generally speaking, the gardener 
gains little and risks much by rush- 
ing the season, This is especially 
true with flowers, Often when the 
frost does not kill it will set the 
plant back so far that the later 
sown will catch up and pass the 
first. 
\ With vegetables, however, it is 
usually good business to take a 
chance with a portion of the seed 
to be sown: If one risks a quarter 
or third of a packet and there is no 
late frost, then one has vegetables 
days to weeks ahead of the regular 
season and they are doubly appre- 
ciated, For very best results in sat- 
isfaction and volume experts advise 
making at least three plantings of 
each type of vegetable—the first 
extra early, the second about the 
regular season, an dthe third late. 
In this way the crop of fresh vege- 
tables is spread over a very long 
period. 


GIVE THEM ROOM 

All perennial flowers, shrubs and 
trees are small when originally 
planted, but in a few years it is sur 
prising how much room they will 
take up. The average person plants 
them far too close together and in 
the case of trees and shrubs, far 
too close to the house or fences. 

As a general rule, shrubs, trees 
and flowers should have half as 
jmuch room between as their mar 
ture height. This means at least two 
feet apart for peonies, three and a 
half. feet for the average spirea, 
and from twenty-five to fifty feet 
for the ‘general run of Canadian 
hardwood trees, *
